archaic figure in towering bearskin 
It was a ride into the Jaws of death.

Sill COTTON CHEAP 
TO EQUALIZE BURDEN 


The “Buy a bale of cotton" move­ 
ment has hit Salem. In St. Louis 
the:*- is an association which aims to 
relieve the condition among the south­ 
ern farmers who are going to b** ex­ 
tremely hard up this winter unless 
they can find some way of disposing 
of their cotton. There will be a sur­ 
plus of 3,000,000 bales of cotton in 
the United States this year and the 
European war will fore*? it to be 
kept out of the markets abroad where 
ordinarily it would find a ready mar­ 
ket. 
In order to find a way to take this 
cotton off the hands of the southern 
farmers a St. lx)uis association has 
a plan which is being presented to 
th - various cities over the 
country 
whereby they offer to sell a bale of 
cotton to individuals at tlie rate of 
ten cents per pound. 
This associa­ 
tion provides for the storage of the 
cotton until after the war 
or 
until 
such time as it can be sold at a profit 
Th’s plan will equalize the burden and 
at the same time give those who in­ 
vest an opportunity to make a small 
investment that will eventually pay 
a good dividend.
